Guest: | guess this is your 
first (convention) so how 
are you handling all this, 
the people and every- 
thing. Everybody’s yell- 
ing, “| love you.” Is it dif- 
ferent for you or are you 
getting used to this? | 
mean like in Vancouver, 
are there like droves of 
people like this ail over 
you’ 

Gillian: No, no they're not. 
Well, sometimes there 
are. If we shootin the stu- 
dio, its pretty secure, and 
nobody’s really allowed in. 
lf we shoot in neighbor- 
hoods, which we often do, 
there’s usually a crowd of 
people around standing In 
the middle of the street. 
Guest: Is it hard to get 
used to? 

Gillian: Thisis a little hard 
to get used to.

or something, there is like 
a bookcase that falls on 
you instead of you being 
able to fight back and stuff 
like that. Do you find that 
equal treatment as a male 
character and a female 
character? 

Gillian: That's interesting 
coming from a man, to be 
asked that question. | 
think that the character of 
scully has made so many 
strides forward in terms of 
the nature of women in 
television, that it’s hard to 
bring up any of those is- 
sues. | mean, certainly, 
there are situations where 
Mulder kills the bad guy 
more often. That was one 
of the first scenes where 
you see Scully beat the 
sh,.. beat somebody up, 
and you know those 
things come into my mina 
once in a while. But the 
writers are trying to de- 
velop a great script and 
something that flows ana 
builds, and sometimes it’s 
necessary for those things 
to take place. For both of 
us to get knocked down at 
the same time, in order to 
carry through with one of 
the scripts. At the begin- 
ning it was a bit different. 
There were more times 
when Scully had to walk a 
few paces behind Mulder 
and stuff like that, which 
doesn't really happen any-

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more. | don’t really find it 
a big issue. 

Guest: And one last thing. 
How do you feel about 
David having more public- 
ity, such as being on 
Letterman and on Leno 
and your being on a 
somewhat less famous 
show like... 

You'd bet- 
ter git out of here fast, 
noney. 

Guest: Thank you. 
Gillian: I’m sorry. | didn't 
mean to embarrass you. 
You're welcome to stay up 
there as long as you want.
